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PREFACE. 



The compilers of this little collection of Prayers and Hymns 
fear that when so many excellent books of the kind are extant, 
any attempt to add to theii'number must seem presumptuous, or 
at all events superfluous. Bdf though probably many such exist, 
they have not happened to meet with any collection of prayers 
for private use, that are at the same time simple enough to suit 
the unlearned, and moderate in price ; so that such persons as 
are anxious to furnish those about them with an aid to devotion 
may do so, without incurring great expense. The prayers are 
compiled from a great variety of sources, but there is scarcely 
a sentence that is not taken either from some published book of 
prayers, or from the best of all books, the Bible itself. As to the 
selection of Hymns, when so few could be inserted, the only 
difficulty has been to choose such as appeared most simple, useful, 
and beautiful, and perhaps the taste of one person can never be 
found exactly to coincide with that of another in the choice of 
their favourite hymns; circumstances and early associations hav- 
ing much influence in forming taste. The following quotation 
from the Rev. H. V. Elliot's preface to his own collection of 
Psalms and Hymns will, however, express the feelings of many : 
" A minister of any observation will soon perceive how the 
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" religion of many othis flock, especially the young and the poor, 
" delights in Psalms and Hymns, placing them next after the 
" Bible and the Liturgy ; they are their favourite companions in 
" every condition of life, as they travel through the various stages 
** of this world's pilgrimage.** The prayers have been compiled 
chiefly for the use of young people on their leaving Sunday- 
schools and their homes to go out into the world, but it is hoped 
that there are few, if any expressions, that would render them 
unsuitable to such persons of a higher rank, as prefer simplicity 
to studied language in addressing the Almighty.

and the authority, "It is written." Many of the passages are selected as 
illustrations of the precept contained in the text being put in practice.
